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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner restates the response from the 
Final Office Action: In response to Applicant's arguments that Lethi teaches a device that restricts the patient's nasopharynx or 
oropharynx, it should be noted that Applicant's device also restricts the nasopharynx or oropharynx. The mere insertion of an element 
into an opening or orifice would restrict the opening or orifice in some manner. Therefore, the Examiner maintains that the Lethi device 
does not restrict the nasopharynx or oropharynx in so much as does the Applicant's device. Furthermore, the cuff of Lethi does not have 
to be inflated and therefore would not restrict the nasopharynx or oropharynx.. 
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
